Mrs. Ida Matlock 
Dies At Age 90 

Mrs. Ida Bell Matlock, age 90 
years and 10 months, passed away 
recently in Wenatchee, Wash. She 
was one of the early settlers of 
the Champion area known then as 
Cleverville. 

Mrs. Matlock was born in 
Kamiak, Washington Territory in 
1873, and was one of the first 
white children born in Whitman 
County. Her parents, Mariah and 
Elisha Walling were early pioneers 
of the Palouse Valley, having 
crossed the plains in covered 
wagon from the Eastern United 
States. Her father was a veteran 
of the Civil War and when the 
Indian war broke out in Washing¬ 
ton Territory he took his family 
to Fort Walla Walla for protection 
from the Indians. 

The deceased was married in 
1894 in Colfax. Wash, to William 
Matlock, a member of another 
pioneer family which came, to 
Washington by covered wagon, 
when he was four years of age. 

After their marriage they lived 
in St. John, Colfax and Spokane 
and in 1905 they moved with their 


family to Alberta and homesteaded 
a few miles from Reid Hill post 
office. They farmed there until 
1924 when they moved back to 
Washington State and lived in 
Seattle. In 1932 they moved to 
Wenatchee. 

Their hobbies were fishing and 
gardening and Mrs. Matlock was 
noted for her fine roses and 
peonies. 

She is survived by one daughter, 
Mrs. Retha Delfeld, Wenatchee, 
Wash.; one grandson and four 
great grandchildren in California. 
She was preceded in death by her 
husband last February.

Gully Filling 

How does one turn a gully into 
a profitable grassed water-way? 

The procedure is clearly outlined 
in a publication entitled "Gully 
Filling and Improving Water 
Courses". Published by the Field 
Crops Branch of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, the leaf¬ 
let describes exactly how to go 
about filling and packing a gully. 
It also tells what forage mixtures 
and rates to use on well-drained 
and poorly-drained land as well as 
how to maintain a good water-way.
